GENERAL MISSIONARY SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Rev. Robert Kline, general superintendent; district superintendents; members of the 
district boards; fellow ministers; delegates and friends: 

This past council year we have seen God's hand at work in numerous ways. It has 
been a good year, and we are glad to report progress on our different fields. There 
have been plenty of frustrations and problems, but God has given His blessing and 
many souls have been saved. 

Dominica gained its independence and along with it, has had plenty of growing 
pains. There were strikes against the government that practically paralyzed the 
island. The airport was closed and it was not possible to send mail to or from the 
island. Recently a new government has been established and a number of businesses 
have begun to open even though they have limited stock for sale. 

It was necessary for the Bible school to be closed because of the lack of food 
for the students. There were ten students from other islands. We felt it our 
responsibility to help them to return to their homes. They were able to go by a 
small boat carrying freight to Antigua and from there by air on to their respective 
islands. Don and Brenda Ratcliff and Dean Queen were scheduled to return home 
following the school year. When the school year closed early, they came by boat to 
Antigua and then flew on to the USA. I am sure this was an experience that they will 
not soon forget. The freighter was loaded with people riding on top of coconuts. 

Dale and Wilma Wheeler have remained at the Bible school in Dominica. They have 
not felt any physical danger. God has answered prayer in their behalf. 

Don and Agnes Spurgeon are under appointment for Dominica. We are trusting that 
all of their shares will be in hand so they will be able to arrive in late August 
in time for the opening of Bible school in early September. 

Papua New Guinea continues to offer us a tremendous opportunity to spread the 
gospel in a vast needy area of the world. 

Lorin and Linda Martin left for the field in June. We are happy for Mary Hermiz 
and Bob and Sara Jones who will be returning to the field in the near future. 

We have had good reports of soul-winning throughout the church in Papua New 
Guinea. We need to continue to pray that God will give a burning revival that will 
help our national pastors and missionaries to reach out into new areas. ) 

Mexico: It is encouraging to receive reports from the Mexican Border. Every 
church is increasing in attendance. A number of new churches are being started. We 
need to pray much for the vast country of Mexico and its nearly 65,000,000 people 
who need the gospel. We especially need to pray for our national pastors and church 
leaders as well as for our missionaries. 

Korea: George and Mary Blackstone continue to report wide open doors for work in 
Korea. They are still searching for the right place to locate a Christian Fellow- 
ship Center. God is giving them a fruitful ministry as they work among the college 
youth and seminary students. 

World Gospel Mission: We continue to have missionaries serving with WGM in Kenya, 
Africa; at the Southwest Indian School; and in Honduras. Ray and Bonnie Husted have 
retired from service in Burundi and Luana Seitz has completed her short term in that 
country. This means we do not have any CCCU missionaries serving in Burundi at the 
present time. We are grateful for the privilege that we have of sending missionaries 
through the WGM organization. Only eternity will reveal the number of souls that 
have been won because of our cooperation in these different fields. 

Finances: The following report will let you know the missionary finances from 
your church for the past three years. 

Some churches have fallen behind previous years while other churches have made 
a good move forward. 

In actual cash received, we have exceeded previous years. However, when we take 
in consideration the inflation costs, we have about held our own. 

Words of Thanks: I would like to express deep appreciation to all of our church 
members and to others who have contributed through prayer and by cash gifts to make 
the mission work possible. In behalf of all of our missionaries, I say "Thank you." 
You are a very integral part of our mission operation. It is only as we continue to 
work wholeheartedly together that we can carry out the commission God has given us 
to go into all the world and spread the gospel. May God's richest blessings be with 


you.

It has been 
my privilege to serve as chairman of the Department of Christian Education since 
October 28, 1978. Much credit for the successes of this year should go to my prede- 
cessor, H. David Cyrus. God has blessed the Department of Christian Education in 
many ways. There are several things I would like to share with this council. 

1. It is still very difficult for many to make the change in name from Department 
of Sunday School to Department of Christian Education. Our General Council 1978 
voted for this change to be made on the general, district, and local levels. 
Here is a portion of that resolution: de it resolved that the General Sunday 
School Board become the Department of Christian Education. .. ." 

2. The Department of Christian Education has been responsible for Christian schools, 
day care, Sunday school curriculum, and the promotion of children's ministries. 
At this time, we have functioning committees developing packets of information 
for all churches. The committees are: 

a. Day Care 

b. Christian Schools 

c. How to Grow a Church 

d. Promotions 

e. Task Force Committee on Christian Education to CE/APA 

f. Christian Doctrine and Philosophy Committee 

Every church is expected to repoft on their activities with regard to opening a 

Christian school/day care.

To the general superintendent, members of this district council, and guests, 
Greetings. 

In recognition of the fact that the church owes a great debt of gratitude as well 
as an obligation to provide materially for our ministers, the General Council of 1970 
established the Denominational Retirement Plan. This Plan was implemented in 1972. 

It is not within the means of our churches to provide total retirement security 
for our ministers and employees of the General Church. But, it is possible to add a 
meaningful increment which will supplement Social Security, TSA Annuities, savings, 
life insurance, etc. We have made good progress in accomplishing this objective. 
Thanks to the fine initial response from our churches during this first six years we 
have been able to increase the benefit formula by approximately 30 percent. 

In an attempt to provide a Plan which will adjust itself to the changing economy, 
we have keyed the benefits to the denominational average of the pastor's salary. 

This means that as salaries increase the benefits will also increase. This places a 
responsibility on each local church to deal realistically with salary increases 
annually. 

The Plan is also geared to protect the local church from disproportionate burdens 
on their budget. The one and one-half percent of the tithe and offerings income 
makes it possible for all our churches to assume a manageable share in a plan to 
provide for those among us who have given their time and labors primarily to the 
church and its ministries. 

Since the inception of the Plan in 1972, more than 120 of our people have earned 
vested interests in the Plan, and new enrollees are being added each year. Since 
benefits are a direct function of the number of years of credited service, those who 
are currently eligible to retire (there are several) will have relatively small 
amounts. But those who are now enrolling at younger ages, with the expectation of 
serving until normal retirement age, can look forward to very ample amounts. 

Disability payments are available to any who have earned benefits to their 
credit. Some are receiving such benefits at the present. 

Interim group term insurance is also a part of our Plan. This means that if the 
participant dies before retirement age, an amount equal to 100 times the estimated 
monthly benefit will be paid to the beneficiary. This should be a real source of 
security to young families who find it difficult to own adequate life insurance. 

It is the stated purpose of this Plan to furnish a measure of security to minis- 
ters who have given themselves primarily to the church. As a church, it is our 
obligation to wholeheartedly support this Plan by the monthly contributions indicated 
on the budget tithe card. The Plan is adequately funded, and actuarial sound. 

Future improvements in the Plan will be forthcoming as they are economically feasible. 

In a brief report such as this, it is not possible to totally describe the Plan, 
or to answer all questions. Therefore, the Retirement Plan welcomes your inquiries 
and comments. It is in this manner that we are able to discern ways in which to 
better meet the needs of our people.

We the 
members of the Christian Education Board find ourselves a little embarrassed when ve 
come to this time of making this report. We had our plans, but the pending changes 
in the district made it necessary to abandon these plans as they were not in the best 
interests of both districts and we could only address the needs and projects in our 
own. We are happy that your Sunday school did not close down and you did not drop 
your plans, which brings us to the good and bad news. 

We are very happy to tell you that we had 15 churches who had increases in their 
attendance this year. This means some people were really working. Two churches 
that really did the job are Milford Center and Springfield, Beacon Street. They 
were the winners in their division in the Easter Climb of 1979. Milford Center, in 
the 0-30 division with a 235 percent increase with Ben Snyder, pastor. Springfield, 
Beacon Street with a 66 percent increase in the 61-100 division with John Wiseman, 
pastor. We had several churches who have added buses: Springfield, Beacon Street; 
Christiansburg; Dayton, Northside; Portland, Indiana. Keep up the good work and 
don't lose the challenge and thrill of building bigger and better Sunday schools. 

Now for the bad news. Twenty seven churches had a decline in their Sunday 
school from last year. Twelve of our churches had incomplete or no reports turned 
in each month. This tells us there is a great need of folks joining the team and 
getting in the game to win. Who wants to be a loser? You don't and I certainly 
don't. Get in the winner's circle and change the bad news to good news and our next 
report will be a glowing one. 5

Greetings in the name of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

What a privilege that God has granted us to be here today, involved in the most 
important business in the world — our Father's Business. This is the Twenty- seventh 
Northeast District Council of the Churches of Christ in Christian Union. 

Our business, our purpose, our work is to spread the Gospel of Jesus Christ, to 
preach Scriptural Holiness and to establish churches. If any area of our business 
deviates from this, we are on the wrong track and off course. 

It has cost suffering, tears, and toil for the church to come through the years 
triumphantly. Only eternity will reveal the true value of the sacrifice made by 
those who have outstripped us in the race. There are those who have prayed, those 
who labored, those who suffered deprivation, ridicule and criticism to spread Bible 
Holiness. May we have a revival in our ranks of the spirit which motivated the 
pioneer holiness people -- arevival of heart-felt religion with a vision for the lost 
world that motivated them to open churches wherever opportunity permitted, and many, 
many times where opportunity did not visibly exist; a revival of praises and shouts 
of glory in our midst due to the mighty manifestations of the Holy Ghost; a revival 
of plainness, moderation, and modesty in this age of materialism, affluency, and mod 
life styles. God help us to get back to being a “separated people" — separated 
from the world, and separated unto the Lord and unto Holiness that He might receive 
us. We should know by now that our gimmicks, our knowledge, our polished and elite 
methods are not working. As a young man said in his home church last Sunday as he 
came from a fiery youth camp revival setting, “Let's pray that we get old-time 
religion back in this church.” I thought this perhaps sums up our dilemma and our 
need as well as it could be expressed. 

I am happy to report that during this past church year we have been visited with 
revival in some of our churches. I am somewhat reluctant to name the churches which 
have had these obvious results; but, let me mention some, knowing I will not cover 
all the outstanding results in your church: Owego, New York has perhaps had the 
greatest real church growth through conversions. This church is truly experiencing 
revival. Hillside Chapel, Burgettstown, Pennsylvania is still in the news with out- 
standing improvements on the buildings and grounds and great progress in conversions, 
the experience of holiness and church growth, and running now up into the 60's in 
services. Mt. Pleasant Mills came into denominational headlines in Sunday school 
growth. They also have outstanding results in church membership and finances. The 
Brooklyn Church is now involved in a costly renovation program. The Endwell Church 
came victoriously through its first year of operating a Christian School. The Denton 
Church completed a new parsqnage. The Salisbury Church has shown a very noticeable 
gain in various areas this year. This is not to say that these are the only pastors 
or churches who were faithful and worked at the job. Were it not for the consistency 
and faithfulness of other churches and pastors, we would have no reason to gather 
here today. I want to commend those pastors who have worked and prayed and believed 
God and have experienced the joy of seeing every department of your church function- 
ing and producing. As I look at the reports from time to time, there are always 
those churches that I know will come through in every area; namely, budget tithe, 
Easter offering, and Thanksgiving offering, new camp building assessment, and min- 
isterial convention support. We have churches in the district that have again shown 
support in all areas for the past year. I want to commend you pastors for this kind 
of leadership. 

I also want to express thanks to those individuals and churches who have carried 
district shares this past year. This has been a tremendous asset to our coming 
through this council year financially sound. We have made no plans to continue this 
share plan; but, I would like to suggest that each church work out a local voluntary 
method to financially take up this slack in our operation. There are some churches 
still following the two percent District Support Program from several years back. 
Some churches prefer to send a special offering monthly for the support of the dis- 
trict. I feel each church needs to continue this support but I will let the church 
and pastor decide how you wish to do it. 

There are some areas of the district that have troubled me this year. One is the 
salaries of our pastors. Over these four years and eight months of serving the dis- 
trict, we have been able to see six churches become full-time churches. This is 4 
great accomplishment but inflation has taken its toll on the pastor's salary too. A 
servant is worthy of his hire. It is also just as important that the pastors make 
sure they give their church the labors it deserves. He should be 2 visiting, calling,

preaching, teaching, and praying man of God. Your church will grow if you will 
earnestly and lovingly dedicate yourself to the labor of a pastor. There should be 
little problem with your salary if you are experiencing a fruitful ministry. 

Delegates, first elders, and Sunday school superintendents, it is also your re- 
sponsibility to see that your pastor's salary is revised annually or preferably sen- 
annually, at least on a cost-of-living basis. If you feel you are paying him all 
he's worth and it's still below a living wage, it's time for some serious delibera- 
tions and even a possible change of pastor. If the pastor has lost interest in his 
church and the people have lost interest in their pastor, there will not only be 
problems with salary; but, problems in various other areas which will affect spirit- 
ual, numerical, and financial growth. Before I leave this point, I would like to 
also say, we have churches that have truly sacrificed to take care of their pastor's 
salary — to the extent that in some cases individuals have pledged over and above 
their tithes and offerings for the pastor's support. I would trust no pastor would 
take such kindness for granted. Your appreciation should be known. You owe a debt 
of love to such a church and God will bless people thus minded. 

Another matter that has troubled me is our failure in starting a new work. 
Although, we are nearer to this goal now than at any time past. 

As I review these four years and eight months as super.ntendent in the Northeast, 
I can truly say these have been highlights in my life. There have been frustrations 
and hard places; many, many miles travelled to the churches for various reasons; 
travel to Ohio for general board meeting (at which time we only saw our family 
briefly, in most cases departing immediately following the meeting for the return to 
New York or other areas of the district.) I have slept hundreds of hours along the 
side of the road as sleep overtook me before my return home. I have driven many 
times through the entire night, seeing daybreak as we neared home. I have learned 
more specifically the meaning of physical and mental fatigue and the absence of the 
children and grandchildren has not been as easily to accept as one might think. 
However, when we weigh the joy of serving Christ and know that it is all for Him and 
His glory and realize the eternal benefits involved, we can count these deprivations 
as nothing. When we use our spiritual sight, we see that we have done nothing for 
Him compared to His expressed love for us. It is a joy, not an unbearable burden to 
serve our Lord. 

I cam see many areas of the district which have been strengthened. I sense a 
Stability among our people which is necessary. We are no longer a home mission dies- 
trict — the district is financillay stable. Perhaps it is stable because of special 
measures. I have been cautious about expense for travel, etc. We have not launched 
beyond our financial reach. We have worked from a budget and stayed within it. As 
we look to the future, there appears to be no place to become complacent. The fuel 
costs will increase, gasoline prices are becoming unrealistic and this will effect 
the local church and the function of the district office. So, we must grow in order 
to survive, locally and as a district. 

In this council, the district superintendent will be decided upon by this body. 
I can very truthfully say, I would be pleased for you to relieve me from this office 
and I want you to express yourself. I have never had any aspirations to be a district 
superintendent; I never sought it and have made no efforts in any way to retain it 
beyond this term. It has been a joy to work with you. You are the finest people 
I've ever known. I trust you to mind God and seek to know His will. I assure you, 
I am as willing to labor in other areas of His vineyard as I am to continue in this 
office. Nevertheless, wherever my labors are to be, there will my heart be also. 
Even at this moment, I am waiting for specific leading of the spirit in any direction 
He might lead. So to work, to live or die it matters not but only that the Gospel 
reach every soul. 

I pray for the Divine guidance and the grace of God upon this Twenty-seventh 
Northeast District Council.

To Rev. Robert Kline, our general superintendent; Rev. Elmer Hurles, our district 
superintendent; the District Board of Trustees, fellow ministers, delegates and 
friends of this 1979 District Council. I address you today in the Name of Jesus. 

* It is a great privilege to stand before you as the ECY President of the Northeast 
strict. 

I was officially appointed to this position by the General Board of Trustees by 
letter of October 25, 1978, to fulfill the unexpired term of Rev. Donovan Blankenship, 
who had moved to the South Central District. As I stepped into this responsible 
position with fear and trembling, I was able to say with the psalmist, “He is my 
refuge and my fortress: my God; in Him will I trust. With the help of our district 
superintendent, Rev. Elmer Hurles; our former district ECY president, Rev. John 
Lindsey; and a devoted, working board, we were able to accomplish the tasks that 
were before us. 

I represented the district ECY office at three regional rallies across the 
district. We appreciated the fine group of young people from CBC who ministered to 
our hearts through their drama team. We saw many seekers at the various rallies. 

We again offered our young people the opportunity to go to the CBC Youth Confer- 
ence in April. We didn't get our district bus operating as scheduled, but we trans- 
ported 16 youth (all from the New York churches) plus chaperons to the conference by 
way of two vans and a station wagon. We would like to thank publicly the Endwell 
Church for the use of their van; and Rev. Palmer Neumeister, who not only loaned his 
van for the youth's transportation but drove it as well. Also, we would like to 
thank Rev. and Mrs. John Lindsey who donated their station wagon for transporting 
youth with Mrs. Lindsey driving. All of these are to be commended for so graciously 
helping in a time of need. 

We initiated a different procedure for collecting funds for our Mother's Day 
Offering which is used for the district ECY camp. Each church was sent dime cards 
to distribute to their church and Sunday school. We are pleased to report that our 
Mother's Day Offering was larger than any in the past with a total of $776.65. 

Lily Lake Youth Camp, 1979, was one of the largest and best ever with 166 regis- 
tered campers. We sent our district bus to Southern Shore and received 37 campers 
to participate for the week. Thanks to Bob DeGroat who drove the bus down to pick 
up the campers on the shore and also spent two days making repairs on the bus during 
camp to have it ready to make the return trip.

SOUTH CENTRAL DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman, members of the Twenty-first Annual Council of the South Central 
District of the Churches of Christ in Christian Union, and guests: 

We have come to another district council meeting, bringing to a close another 
church year. We look in retrospect upon a year that has brought both joys and 
sorrows. 

I personally feel that it has been a good year. Last week I celebrated my 
spiritual birthday -- 37 years in the family of God. 

The failures and shortcomings in our district this year I own as mine. For the 
victories and advances, I thank God for His marvelous grace, I thank my ministerial 
brethren, a corps of laymen unsurpassed anywhere; friends who have stood by me and 
my lovely wife, Robertta. 

As I survey our present situation, my mind goes to a verse or two of Scripture 
from the third chapter of John's writing in the book of Revelation. Revelation 
3:7-8 .. .These things saith he that is holy, he that is true, he that hath the 
key of David, he that openeth, and no man shutteth; and shutteth, and no man open- 
eth; I know thy works: behold, I have set before thee an open door, and no man can 
shut it: for thou hast a little strength, and hast kept my word, and hast not 
denied my name." 

There are perhaps various doors which are open to the Churches of Christ in 
Christian Union; however, I feel that God would open to us doors of leadership at 
this juncture of history when there seems to be so little positive direction given 
in any realm. 

To our ministers, I challenge you to pass through the door of leadership in 
doctrinal positional preaching. Wait before the Lord in prayerful preparation until 
you yourself are moved by the message. Wait in your study until your mind is 
enlightened by the Word and when you come before your people — then, preach. 

To the laymen, I challenge you to prayerfully underscore your life to witness in 
your community. Saturate your heart and life with the grace of God so that you will 
fill a responsible, productive place in your church. 

If we are to be leaders, then we must use the tools which we have at hand. 

Today, Circleville Bible College is supplying an ever increasing number of our 
Christian workers, both ministers and laymen, both on the home front and in our 
Foreign Missionary Program. Our college needs our support, both materially and 
spiritually. 

Our Foreign Missionary Department finds the same strangulation effects of infla- 
tion that you feel in your local church and in your personal finance, and needs your 
faithful support. 

Our youth ministries, the foundation of our future as a church, cannot be neg- 
lected. If you do not have an active youth program in your church, you are inviting 
disaster. The youth camps of our denomination are the greatest single factor in 
evangelism. Yet, there are pastors and lay leaders who have never sought to bless 
their local church by supporting the youth camps. 

Evangelism is a wide open door; yet, many sit idly by and seemingly have little 
interest in entering. I speak of both personal and mass evangelisn. The church 
from its birth has depended on both. 

If you are not active in personal evangelism, I submit that you are not bashful, 
but lazy and unconcerned. 

If you do not have an aggressive mass evangelism program, I am convinced that you 
are robbing your total church of its very foundation for blessing and spiritual de- 
velopment. I sense that God is opening doors in this area as He is touching some of 
our most priceless young men with a call to evangelism. 

I challenge you as a church to promote evangelism in your area. 

Do not try to finance your revival on the scale of twenty years ago. Your evan- 
gelist's living costs have escalated the same as yours. 

Just as you lay spiritual preparation for your program of evangelism, you should 
also lay a solid financial progran. 

We will promote and pay for the things we believe in. 

May God bless you all as you seek to be leaders in every phase of the church pro- 
gran.
